The location for the 
tie 
preserving 
plant 
has been definitely determined 
upon. 
Tt will bo located on the south 
side of the track 
opposite 
the 
first 
whistling post west of the Sanitarium. 
This is something over half a mile west 
of the road crossing, and about 
forty 
yards west of the west end of tho side 
tracks now iii place. 
These tracks will 
be 
extended past the new plant, work 
on the extensions 
being 
commenced 
this afternoon. 
The main building will be located 40 
feet south of the main track, with one 
siding between tho building and 
the 
main 
track. 
About 
twenty cars of 
gravel from the Barnum pit are on the 
ground and as many more are expected. 
Several cars of cement are also in tho 
yards here for tho work. 
The buildings 
will all have cement foundations and 
several of them will have cement floors. 
They are all to bo constructed of steel 
and will bo perfectly fire* proof. 
The plant to be erected in Brainerd 
will be one of five cont acted for by the 
Northern Pacific railroad, only two of 
which have been located, the other bo­ 
ing near, (Jour de A lene, Idaho. 
These 
five plants are the only ones the com ­ 
pany owning the process has sold, 
in 
all other cases the company takes tho 
contract, usually for thirty cents a tie, 
for doing the preserving, and operates 
the plant itself. 
Mr. Lowry, the inventor, who is in 
the city, states that the capacity of tho 
plant hero is about 8,000 ties 
per 
24 
hours and that it requires five men, 
in 
each shift, in the plant all skilled labor, 
and that the number of men 
required 
to handle the ties, running from 20 to 
)U men per day, will depend upon 
the 
amount 
treated, while it will require 
just as many men inside the plant 
to 
treat 1,000 ties a day as it will to run to 
the full capacity. 
Tho engineer is in the city 
marking 
out the locations of the buildings and 
laying out the side tracks necessary for 
the 
installation and operation of the 
plant. 
T he D ispatch expects in a few days 
to publish a description of the method 
of treating ties in a plant like that be­ 
ing installed here.
